YOUNG BUSINESS /

Sikeston lost one of its promising 
young business men Tuesday morn­ 
ing when death claimed

SCOUT LEADERS WOULD EXTEND SCOPE 
OF WORK TO OTHER SEMO COMMUNITIES 


(By C. L. Harrison) 
This will serve as a report on the 
proceedings of 
the 
Area 
Finance 
Council which met at Sikeston Sun­ 
day evening, May 3rd. 
All of 
the 
Districts were represented by 
their 
respective finance chairmen support­ 
ed by committees consisting of other 
district board members so that 
the 
total attendance was 32 men interes­ 
ted in the Scout movement 
in this 
area. 
There was a thorough 
dis­ 
cussion of the accomplishment 
oi 
the past year and the plans for 
the 
coming year. 
During the past twelve months a 
total of 685 boys have been Scout- 
at a per capita cost of $7.50. When 
the Council organized there were 44.1 
Scouts of which 21G were in partici­ 
pating centers and 227 in non-parti­ 
cipating centers. 
There are now 500 
Scouts of which 334 are in participat­ 
ing centers and 166 in non-participat­ 
ing centers. 
This is conclusive proof 
that scouting must be properly 
or­ 
ganized and supervised in order to 
remain active and go forward in 
a 
useful way. 
A year ago there were 
eight Scout troops meeting separate­ 
ly in the four participating 
centers 
and now there are sixteen. 
In 
the 
past two years, largely because of 
no area 
supervision, 
troops 
have 
been dropped or lapsed in the follow­ 
ing centers: 
Marble Hill, Illmo, Dexter, Annis­ 
ton, Parma, Risco, Naylor, Marquand, 
Piedmont, 
Millersville, 
Lutesville, 
Gideon, Doniphan, Winona, Ellsinore, 
Neelyville and Greenville. 
Since the Council has been organ­ 
ized no troops have been dropped in 
the participating centers but on the 
contrary six new ones 
have 
been 
added and two more are in process 
of organilation. 
Contrasting 
this 
with the lapses it is plain that 
if 
scouting is to be promoted in this 
area there must be a 
gradual 
in­ 
crease in the range 
of supervision 
and that was very much stressed at 
this meeting.

The group felt that 
where 
there 
still exists an interest in non-partici­ 
pating centers this interest should be 
intensified by invitations to those cen­ 
ters to participate actively 
in 
the 
budget for the coming year, and as

the budget and to participate in the 
benefits of 
the 
supervision.
